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Town recruiting physicians 


BWG - The new Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Family Health Centre 
is now open and operating, in the 
completely-refurbished and renovated 
old Library building at 100 Holland 
Court. 

The facility has room for 6 family 
physicians - 3 doctors already 
established in Bradford, and 3 more 
now being recruited. The Centre also 
houses a satellite of the Southlake 
Family Health Team. 

The Southlake team consists of a 
Nurse Practitioner, Nurse, Social 
Worker, Pharmacist, Dietitian and 
other healthcare providers who will 
provide additional services and a new 
level of care for patients of doctors 
working out of the Centre. 

The Centre is not a walk-in clinic, 
and Doctors Susan Kuzmyk, Mabel 
Hsin and Andy Tsang are currently 
not accepting new patients. However, 
the Southlake Family Health Team 
in Newmarket is accepting patients 
at www.southlakefht.ca (note: new 


patients will not automatically be 
transferred to the Bradford facility) - 
and a new BWG website has been set 
up, both to recruit new physicians 
and to help residents find a doctor. 
Residents should visit www.gotobwg. 
ca/FHC and click on the “I am a 
patient" button to be added to the 
waiting list for a physician. 

The Family Health Centre is also the 
new home of CML Healthcare Blood 
Lab, which will be open Monday to 
Friday, from 7:30 a.m. to 5 p.m., and 
Saturdays, from 7:30 a.m. to noon. The 
Lab is open to anyone with a Doctor’s 
requisition, who requires blood work. 

The renovation project had a budget 
of $2.25 million, and is reportedly 
under budget. The Town, as landlord, 
receives $140,000 per year in rent, and 
will eventually recoup its costs. The 
tenants pay utilities and taxes. 

The Town is actively recruiting 
new physicians from the Southlake 
Residency program, and is hoping to 
interest young, new family doctors.

Concerns over bus stops 


Not everyone is excited about 
the start of Transit service in 
Bradford, on May 1st. 

Some homeowners on West 
Park Ave. recently realized that 
the bus will be passing in front 
of their homes, and that stakes 
have been set in place, marking 
the location of the bus stops. 

Ashland Paving Ltd. was 
awarded the $147,000 contract 
last year to install a total of 77 
"landing pads” and bus stop 
posts, but only managed to 
complete work on Holland St., 
before winter weather set in. 
Now Ashland is back, hoping 
to install all of the posts on the 
collector roads, at least, before 
the transit system is operative. 

But for Brandon Marmara, the 
location of a bus stop on West 
Park near his home has been a 
shock - especially since, he says, 
he was not notified. 

“Nobody got any notice (at 
the south end of West Park)," he 
insisted. “It is disappointing to 
know we spent a lot of our hard- 
earned money on our homes, 
to have (them) depreciated in 
value by the Town, without our 
consent or knowledge. 

“It’s unacceptable - not 
providing the information.” 

Marmara has contacted his 
Ward Councillor, and the 


Engineering Dept, with his 
concerns. 

Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee insists that notices 
were hand-delivered to all 
homes along the proposed 
bus routes, starting in October. 
“We weren’t going to send it 
registered mail. We felt it was 
better to leave them at people’s 
homes.” 

He said that the consultant 
and Engineering determined 
the appropriate locations for 
bus stops. “They can call us, 
but we’ve spent a fair bit of 
time choosing these stops,” 
Mukherjee said. “We tried not 
to pick (sites) directly in front of 
someone’s house,” and all of the 
stops are on arterial or collector 

He noted that there is 
excitement over the start of 
transit. As to whether the bus 
routes, which cover a 40 minute 
loop, will be altered in future, 
he said, “We’re going to have to 
wait and see how this goes.” 

And as for the complaints 
from homeowners, if there 
is something that has been 
overlooked or should be 
reconsidered, “we’ll certainly 
look at it" - but at this stage of 
planning, the routes, and the 
bus stops are set.

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York-Simcoe NDP choose 



The York-Simcoe Provincial NDP Riding 
Association held its nomination meeting 
on April 7, at the Bradford Community 
Centre - and elected Laura Bowman 
as its candidate in the next Provincial 
election. 

It was, Riding Association president 
Keith Lindsay noted, “the only contested 
nomination in the entire riding,” with 
members having a choice between 
Bowman, a lawyer and environmental 
activist, and 
university student 
Devin Ridley. 

Ridley, the son of 
former candidate 
Sylvia Gerl, is a 
long-time worker 
for the NDP, and 
a “co-operative 
entrepreneur,” who 
described himself as 
representing “the Left 
of the NDP." 

In an atmosphere 
that invoked the spirit 
of Tommy Douglas, 
about 50 party 
members listened to 
speeches from the two candidates, before 
casting their ballots. 

Bowman identified the Economy and 
Growth as key issues in the Riding. "I 
have a different vision of what growth 
should mean,” she said, telling members 
that is should be sustainable, creating 
“safe, walkable, bikeable communities... 
Not more sprawl on our prime 
farmlands, wedands and forests.” 

She accused the Liberals and 
Progressive Conservatives of having 
"mismanaged the environment for the 
past two decades,” and in the area that 
produced the 1837 Rebellion against 
the English Family Compact, called 
on voters to "drive out the Liberal and 
Conservative Family Compact” of today. 

Ridley told the members, “I try to live 
my Democratic Socialism.” He agreed 
that some are afraid to use the word 
“Socialism... because people don’t know 
what it means. We should teach them 
what it means. It means public schools. 

It means public health care. It means 
public roads.” 

He aligned his vision with that of the 
late Tommy Douglas, Social Democrat 
and later, leader of the CCF (Co¬ 
operative Commonwealth Federation) 
in Saskatchewan, and Provincial Premier, 
credited with introducing universal 
health care. 


"We need someone to act,” Ridley said. 
“We can do better. We need to do better... 
It’s never too late to make the world a 
better place.” 

While the votes were being tallied, 
Georgina Ward 3 Councillor Dave 
Szollosy spoke, calling on members to 
donate to the coming election campaign. 
“The fact that you’ve come here tonight 
shows interest in democracy, awareness 
that Ontario is not working,” Szollosy 

said. “What is going on in 
the province is not in the 
interests of the Canadian 
people, or the Ontario 
people.” 

He spoke of the "lies... 
the misleading... the 
boondoggles,” and added, 
"People are tired of the 
Liberals. People certainly 
don’t trust Hudak (leader 
of the PC Party).” 
Members had received 2 
ballots; they only needed 
one, electing Bowman on 
the first round. 

“This is just the 
beginning,” Bowman said. 
“There’s lots more work to do... This is 
the year that we will retire Julia Munro 
(incumbent MPP for York-Simcoe). This 
is the year that we will send Wynne and 
Hudak packing.” 

After die meeting, Bowman spoke to 
the issues. “I think that Growth and 
Development is really a key issue in 
this riding. The term “Growth” has been 
corrupted to mean a certain thing... We 
need to rethink growth.” She pointed to 
Provincial policies that seem to favour 
large-scale development, holes in the 
Greenbelt, the stalled 404 extension 
on the east side of Lake Simcoe, 
and Bradford West Gwilhmbury’s 
employment lands on the 400, "eating up 
a lot of agricultural land in the process.” 

Bowman argued that smarter growth 
isn’t just a matter of environmental 
protection, but of economics. “It cuts 
across government accountability... It 
costs them money on the municipal 
level, it costs them money on the federal 
level," impacting everything from traffic 


“There are much better ways that 
we can manage growth," Bowman 
said, and avoid cosdy infrastructure 
by encouraging compact, complete 
communities.

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Cookstown Heritage Conservation District 


The Town of Innisfil now has its 
first Heritage Conservation District - 
encompassing a large portion of the 
village of Cookstown. 

The By-laws approved in Innisfil 
Council on April 2 not only designate 
the HCD, but a smaller “Community 
Improvement Plan Area” that will 
be eligible for a suite of grants and 
incentives to support the preservation 
of the Village’s built heritage. 

But the designation was nearly 
delayed and deferred, when Innisfil's 
Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson put 
forward a motion calling for the 
Cookstown Heritage Conservation 
District “to be reconsidered.” 

His motion came after several 
impassioned statements in Open 
Forum from Cookstown residents 
opposed to the designation. 

Angela Cristini, who has consistently 
opposed an HCD, called it an 
assault on property rights. “It seems 
everybody already had their decision 
made before," she said, claiming 
that the Town was ignoring “such 
a large number of people who are 
opposed. "We’re not saying Heritage 
Designation is a bad thing, just that 
we’d like choice, and you’re not giving 
is that choice.” 

“I don't feel that we really have been 
listened to,” said Marg Hambly, noting

that her family had invested 
“a great deal of money” in 
the downtown core of the 
village. “I really resent the 
fact that those rights are 
being taken from me.” 

Doug Brown, a Cookstown 
resident for 48 years, told 
Council, "Apparently you 
people can come along 
and tell us what we can do 
with our home... I’m here to 
voice my displeasure.” 

The Heritage Conservation 
District places restrictions 
on the exterior renovations 
of buildings identified as 
of significant historical, 
design or “contextual" 
value, in categories “A" and 
“B.” Owners of buildings 
in those categories 
are required to follow 
guidelines, to preserve the 
character of their facades, 
and check with Town staff 
if exterior alterations are 
planned, obtaining a free 
Heritage Alteration Permit. 

However, buildings 
not deemed of historical 
value, interior renovations, 
general maintenance and 
driveway repairs, and 
exterior alterations not 
visible from the street are all 
exempt from the controls. 

The Cookstown Heritage 


Conservation District By¬ 
law was developed through 
more than a year of public 
meetings and consultation. 
Ward Councillor Lynn 
Dollin said that while she 
appreciated the “passionate 
comments” on both sides, 
"as HCDs go, this one is 
fairly mild” - with flexible 
standards. And she 
promised, once the HCD is 
in place, if there is any proof 
that it is hurting residents, 

"I will bring forward a 
motion to repeal this." 

Davidson’s motion to 
defer or refer was defeated. 
"There’s been extensive 
work done. It’s not that 
we’re pushing this through. 
We’ve already seen the 
bulldozers push through,” 
said Councillor Rod 
Boynton, urging action to 
preserve heritage. Innisfil 
voted 5-2 in favour of 
designation. 

The Town had budgeted 
$40,000 in 2010 for the 
Cookstown Heritage 
Conservation District Study 
with consultants MMM 
Group. In 2013, the Town 
received a $29,9000 Creative 
Community Prosperity 
Fund Grant from the 
Province ot offset costs.

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Yard Waste collection 

The County of Simcoe implemented major 
changes to its waste collection one year ago, on 
April 1,2013 - signing a contract with Progressive 
Waste Services. 

The County has announced that it recorded 
savings of $2.6 million after the first year of 
operation, even while curbside collection 
expanded to more areas of the County. 

Environmentally, Progressive’s fleet of 
Compressed Natural Gas (CNG) collection trucks 
produces 75% less carbon monoxide, 49% less 
nitrogen oxides and 95% fewer particulates than 
the old diesel-fuelled fleet. 

Diversion rates have also gone up, and the 
standardized service to commercial locations - 
which includes collection of up to 6 green bins 
per week - has had a positive impact, the County 

The new Yard Waste collection season began 
on April 7, with 4 Spring Collection dates taking 
place every 2 weeks. That means that the final 
Yard Waste Collection of the Spring will take 
place the week of May 30 - this year, picking up

waste set out after the "May 24” long weekend, 
the traditional start of gardening season in 
Ontario. 

Last year, gardeners were shocked to discover 
that brush and clippings set out after the long 
weekend would not be collected until the fall. 

Director of Solid Waste Management Rob 
McCullough said the contractor was sticking 
with the April 7 start date, although much of 
Simcoe County was still snow-covered - largely 
because the schedule has already been printed 
and publicized. 

However, a report will be coming to County 
Council, asking if Councillors wish to defer the 
start of yard waste collection by at least 2 weeks, 
in future, acknowledging that this is the second 
year in a row that there has been a “late" spring. 
Council will also be asked to consider at least 
one additional yard waste pick-up, during the 
summer - at an additional cost 

The idea, McCullough said, is to keep to the 
printed schedule this year, “and fix it for the

South Simcoe Streams Network 
has been restoring natural habitat, 
planting trees and building 
partnerships, since it received its first 
Ontario Trillium Foundation Grant in 
2008. 

The Network has expanded from its 
original base in New Tecumseth, to 
carry out streambank restoration and 
other environmental projects in every 
South Simcoe municipality, including

Bradford’s very first Bradfordlicious event was 
a success -15 participating restaurants, serving 
up 2,000 specially-priced 3-course meals from 
a Bradfordlicious menu during the month of 
February.

More Shaving for the Brave 



W.H. Day Elementary School in 
Bradford held its very first “Shave 
for the Brave” event on April 4 - a 
fundraiser for Young Adult Cancer 
Canada, which provides programs 
and support to young adults between 
the ages of 18 and 39 who have been 
diagnosed with cancer. 

Inspired by another Bradford 
school, Fred C. Cook Public School, 
over 42 shavers - from a little girl in 
Kindergarten to Grade 8s - either cut 
10” of their hair or shaved their heads 
bald, to raise money and show their 
support for YACC. For some, it was a 
family affair, with siblings and even 
parents getting shaved on the same 
stage by local stylists who volunteered 
their time. 

After all, while it’s a brave thing 
to shave off your hair, it’s nothing 
compared to the bravery of young 
adults who face a diagnosis of cancer. 

Actor and emcee, Peter Laneas, 
has first-hand knowledge of the 
challenges. A two-time cancer 
survivor, Laneas explained that Young 
Adult Cancer Canada provides young 
adults with unique opportunities to 
network, participate in conferences 


and retreats, and receive support 
when they are most vulnerable, and 
alone. YACC provides opportunities 
for young adult cancer patients 
to meet others “having the same 
feelings, not knowing where to go” - 
and make lifelong friends. 

"What you’re doing today helps 
make that happen," Laneas said. 

"You guys are awesome!” 

The school had set a fundraising 
goal of $10,000 - but raised $14,500 
by Shave Day, making W.H. Day 
the #2 School in all of Canada. At 
least 5 students raised over $1,000 
each; 7-year-old Bryn was the top 
fundraiser, collecting $1,600.

Not a hearing aid, an implant 
does not amplify sound, but bypasses 
the ear to directly stimulate the 
auditory nerve - creating a sensation 
that the recipient learns to interpret, 
and that can lead to better language 
interpretation, and communications. 

Mary called it “The gift of hearing.” 

Cochlear implants have come a 
long way since those early days. 

Then, the implants were large, cmde, 
and involved invasive surgery that, 
initially, was not covered under 
OHIP. Now, state-of-the-art implants 


are lighter and more sophisticated, 
and the Hospital for Sick Children 
is a leader in the field, performing 
bilateral implants using minimally- 
invasive techniques.

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Localized flooding, dangerous ice conditions reported 


Both the Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority and the 
Nottawasaga Valley Conservation 
Authority are warning of possible 
localized flooding this week - with 
temperatures expected to remain above 
freezing during die daytime hours, and 
more rain on the way. 

The Authorities note that frozen ground, 
the snowpack remaining in some areas, 


and ice cover on rivers and lakes could 
contribute to localized flooding in low- 
lying areas. At the same time, dangerous 
conditions are expected to exist in area 
waterways - with fast-moving water, 
slippery banks, and water temperatures 
low enough to cause hypothermia within 
minutes. Residents are advised to keep 
children away from all watercourses. 

Police are also issuing a warning that 


unsafe ice conditions may exist on area 
waterbodies - and open water has been 
seen on Lake Simcoe. Police advise 
anyone who ventures on the ice, to 
let others know where they are going 
and when they plan to return; take an 
ice auger to check ice thickness - and 
a cell phone, in case of emergencies. 
Flotation suits and ice picks are also 
recommended.

was the top fundraising 
team at last year’s Walk in 
Barrie, raising over $16,000 
to help find a cure for MS. 

"I am hopeful, with all the 
research - and there is a lot 
of innovative research - that 
they are going to find a 
cause and a cure," she says. 
“It’s just such a complex 
disease, that varies with 
each person.” 

Her MS was fairly stable 
until 2005. In 2011, she 
stopped working at Kodak 
Canada, after 23 years with 
the company. She still 
volunteers at the MSSC 
office in Barrie, and will 
be walking again in the 5K 
Mandarin MS Walk, taking 
place on May 4. 

This year her “Pit Crew” 


will number about 25 
official walkers, ranging in 
age from about 19, to 87 
years old - her aunt, who is 
walking for the first time. 
Burns has a personal goal 
of $5,000. Donations to her 
campaign, and to Patti’s Pit 
Crew can be made online 
at mssociety.ca - click on 
Ontario Division, Mandarin 
MS Walk and hit the 
"Donate” button.

April 2 was World Autism Awareness 
Day, and over 300 municipalities across 
Ontario raised the Autism Awareness 
flag, at Town Halls and schools. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury was one 
of the participating communities, 
thanks in large part to the efforts of 
Paul and Nicole Taylor. 

The Taylors’ 3 and a half year old 
son, Paul Jr., has been diagnosed with 
Autism Spectrum Disorder - and after 
initially retreating from society, his 
parents decided instead to use their 
own experiences to build awareness 
and understanding in the community, 
of the challenges faced by families 
struggling with the neurological 
disorder. 

Those with Autism Spectrum Disorder 
may exhibit difficulty with language, 
problems with socialization, and 
repetitive behaviours. The incidence is 
on the rise - affecting an estimated 1 in 
94 births in Canada, and and 1 in 68 in 
the U.S. 

They approached the Town, Autism 
Ontario -Simcoe County Branch, 


friends, neighbours and family 
members, and on Wednesday helped 
raise the Autism Awareness flag at 
Bradford Courthouse. 

“We started this 
event mainly because 
we wanted to raise 
awareness in our 
community. But the 
big, main, huge thing 
was the co-operation of 
our Town," said Nicole, 
as more than 50 people 
gathered to hear 
Mayor Doug White 
proclaim World Autism 
Awareness Day in 
Bradford. “I thank you 
so much for making 
this possible.” 

“This is something 
good for our Town to 
do,” said Mayor White. “We all know 
people who are affected by this” - 
and no matter where on the Autism 
Spectrum their child stands, all parents 
"love their kids,” he said. 


It was more than just a flag-raising. 
Canadian Tire and Bradford Rental 
provided pop and bright blue helium 
-filled balloons, the official colour of 
Autism; and Crumbs Bakery 
provided free cupcakes. 

Among those helping to raise 
the flag was South Simcoe 
Police Chief Rick Beazley. Not 
only are there parents with 
Autistic children within the 
policing community, he said, 
all of his front-line officers have 
now been trained in Autism 
Awareness. 

The local Service is also 
looking at adding "Autism” to 
its Vulnerable Persons registry 
- since bolting and wandering 
are part of the disorder. 

“A year ago, I had no idea 
myself," no understanding of 
how Autism can affect an individual’s 
ability to cope, communicate or 
interact in an appropriate way, Chief 
Beazley said. Now, “We feel pretty 
confident that we’ve got the training.”
